Zooks of the aith. 


A GREAT VICTORIAN. 


Mr. Lytton Strachey wes a benefactor of 
Victorianism when he removed its leading 
men and women from the literary pedes- 
tals on which they had often seemed as 
dull and lifeless as the statues of them 
which adorn the squares of London. His 
ruthless insistence on their frailties and 
failings was salutary ; it forced us to re- 
cognise our own flesh and blood in 
them. Mr. Wolf’s “Life of the First 
Marquis of Ripon’’ comes at a timely 
moment to -satisfy our new curiosity 
about this period. «He, too, is not a 
chronicler of events that have had 
their official historians, but an observer 
of character. He has had access to the 
family documents of Lord Ripon, and in 
this sense his ‘work is officig); but in no 
other sense .is it official. Sympathy is as 
much his distinguishing mark as anti- 
pathy is Mr. Strachey’s.. He quickly re- 
veals the man beneath the celebrity, and 
he teaches implictly -a lenient view of 
human weaknesses. Jn his portrait gallery, 
which is not overcrowded, every figure is 
alive and distinct. Men like Lord Cromer, . 
Lord Buxton, Joseph Chamberlain, W. E, 
Forster, Mr. Gladstone, Sir Edward Grey, 
Earl de Grey, and many another flit before 
the eve of the reader, and they are shown 
with little desire to flatter, but with re- 


solve to be just. 


Mr. Wolf has much to say about the 
part which Lord Ripon played in War 
Office changes, about his conversion to 
Rome, about his really great work as 
Viceroy ef India, about his intefest in our 
own land and his qualities as Liberal 
leader in the House of Lords; but we are 


by no means sure that these are the most 


valuable parts of the biography. It seems 


to us rather that Mr. Wolf shows un- 
common judgment in laying so much stress 
on the period when the character of Lord 
tipon was being made. ‘ You and 1,” he 
said to his private secretary, Sir Bruce 
Seton, after a hard day’s work in the Privy 
Council Office in the early seventies, 
“have done very well in the world. 
although neither of us had the advantages 
of a public school education.” Mr. Wolf 
brings out admirably the influence of the 
Revolution of 1848 on the mind of the 


young man. It is, indeed, easy to under- 


stand that in the days of the young nation 
movements—the Young Ireland movement, 
the Young French movement, the Young 
Italian movement—the thoughts of Lord 
Ripon turned to the amelioration of the 
let of his fellow-countrymen. We wish, 
by the way, that someone would write a 
volume connecting the actions and inter- 
actions of all these young nation move- 
ments, | 
There is, perhaps, a trace oí the disease 
which Macaulay named the lues Bosireí- 
liana in the account which Mr. Wolf gives 
us of the share taken by Lord Ripon in 
the changes effected in the War Office. 
We had always been brought up to believe 
that Lord Cardwell was the creator of the 
modern British Army. Able, however, as 
were the services which Lord Ripon 
rendered to his country at home, they are 
dimmed by the light of his splendid 
achievements in India, where he takes rank 
as one of the great pro-Consuls of the Em- 
pire. At home he would simply now be 
remembered as one of a group of Liberal 
statesmen who left a certain mark, but in 
the East he cut his name deep during his 
Viceroyalty. At no time more than the 
present is his name invoked; for the 
changes effected under Mr. Montagu carry 
the minds of men back to the far-reaching 
changes effected under Lord Ripon. 
There is a careful account of our relations 


with Russia. and here there was no-need for 


the Viceroy to remember the injunction of 
Lord Salisbury to use Jarge maps. Lord 
Ripon used large maps literally and 
figurativety. 11 is not too much to call 
him the father of local self-government in 
India. We have never seen a better ex- 
position of the Llbert Bill than the 
author's. This is but one instance out of 
many of the difficulty of grasping the real 
state of the Eastern mind. Sagacious 
Indian Civil Servants assured the Govern- 
ment that there would be no trouble on 
the passing of this measure, whereas it 
provoked the gravest trouble. 

All through these two volumes we are 
conscious not only of the statesman, but 
of the man.

INDIA OLD AND NEW. 


Sir Valentine Chirol is one of those clear 
and unbiassed thinkers on the problems 
resented by the growth of democratic 
ideas in Egypt and India who rise beyond 
the conservatism of the ruling classes, the 
wild idealism of political theorists, and—- 
let us say it—the ephemeral views of the 
newspaper critic. To have the acumen of 
such a thinker applied to the problem of 
present-day India, coupled with an in- 
timate first-hand knowledge of the life and 
aapirations of its people, cannot fail to be 
somewhat of an event in the domain of 


political science. 
The subject is treated historically, but 


in every country the tangled web of 
present-day politics contains in its texture

{ hitherto ‘ion. a parallel, but distinct, 


course—namely, the reconcilement of the 
ancient Hinduism with later Mohami- 
médaniem under the strange personality 
of the Hindu, Mohandas Gandhi. | How 
| far that reconcilement is artificial is seen 
in the recént result of the Moplah rising, 
where it was swept aside, and Moslem 
fanaticism appealed again to forcible con- 
version by means of the sword. 

Gandhi himself is no ordinary exponent 
of modern Hindu beliefs. He has shorn 
them of their grossness and Detar 
and has carried them back into the ol 
mysticism of the Vedas. His spirit, at 
least in theory, is that of the great stone 
sermons of the Monarch Asoka, engraved 
three hundred years before the Christian 
Era—namely, tolerance, holiness, patience 
in suffering, reverence for impersonal 
gods. These were the tenets of Hinduism 
before the Brahman priesthood multiplied 
the gods and their attributes, made 4 
fetish of a cult, and by so doing won 

ower over the minds and souls of men, 
Vet even under them Hinduism, while be- 
coming lifeless and idolatrous, still 
appealed to much that was good in human 
nature. As Sir Valentine Chirol points 
out, the crwplties and orgies which dis- 
grace the modern popular cult were in 
some respects due to a recoil] from the 
austerity of Islam which the Mohammedan 
domination imposed on Northern India in 
the sixteenth century. To that domina- 
tion, too, is due the inferiority in which 
Hindus hold woman at the present day— 
a phenomenon which did not exist in 
earlier eras. 

Until the date of the Mutiny and the 
consequent annexation of India definitely 
by the Crown, Sir Valentine Chirol finds 
that there was considerably more sympathy 
between rulers and ruled, and closer touch 
maintained between the British Parlia- 
ment and the Administration of India, 
owing to the periodical reviews of the 
East India Company s charter by the 
House of Commons. Afterwards what was 
previously regarded as a passing trustee- 
ship came io ba looked on as a trusteeship 
in perpetuity. Efficiency, not sympathy, 
become the watchword, although the 
grounds of the administrator's arguments 
were not political as of a superior race, but 
moral as of a class who could take a more 
impartial view of India’s caste-ridden 
needs. The culmination of the ignoring 
of popular sentiment was reached in the 
‘year 1907 in the partition of Bengal, which 
gave the first impetus to the extremists 
of the “ politically-minded,’’ and carried 
| them forward on a wave of racial] anger. 
[t cannot be contended, of course, that this 
was the beginning. Political agitation had 
shown itself spasmodically for twenty years 
before, but it seized on this cry to advance 
its programme. 

From this date began reforms—the 
Indian Councils Act of 1909 and the Indian 
Reform Act of 1919. As always happens 
In countries where unrest prevails, the 
political ideas of the rulers lagged behind 
the ideals of the agitator, and concessions 
breed demands that common-sense must 
at Jast curb. Government must alwars be 
at a disadvantage ; for it must atone for 
the errors of its servants, while it is sup- 
base to forgive those oí its opponenta. 

he shootings of Amritsar (Sir Valentine 
Chirol's account of an incident that came 
under his personal notice is fearless and 
undisguised) and the difficult situation 
created by South African policy towards 
Indian immigrants have hardened the ex- 
tremists and popularised their views. How 
little, however, the cry of “ non-co-opeta 
tion’ has really affected the working of 
the new Act iuese pages vividly testify ; 
and, if the Act marks a change in the 
future ról? of the. Indian Civil Servant, he 
has left behind him a marvellous achieve- 
ment in the organising work which enabled 
popular elections to take place on so wide 
a basis through the length and breadth 
of India. 

The chapter on modern economic de- 
velopment in -India opews up a fruitful 
field for investigation, and it is to be 
hoped that the wise and ripe judgment of 
this sympathetie student of Indian affairs 
may give’ warning to Mr. Gandhi. No 
country and no movement can afford to be 
without ideals—* where there is no vision. 
the people perish '—but beware lest the 
fabric of it be only a mirage.

AN IRISH SOLDIER IN RUSSIA. 

Few war booxs have dealt with Russia's 
part in the war; certainly none has dealt 
with it as fally as the importance of the 
struggle in the Eastern theatre demanded. 
The German General Staff has published 
valuable studies of episodes in Russia's 
war history; but these are surveys from 
the German point of view. Some day, it 
is to be hoped, the Russian General Staff 
will be able to issue an official account. 
In the meantime, these volumes from the 
pen of an officer who had great opportuni- 
tues and qualifications fom observing and 
recording the strategy and tactics of the 
Russian Arm) are very welcome. 

Major-Cieneral Sir Alfred Knox, a 
County Down man, who joined the Royal 
Irish - Rifles thirty years ago, was well 
qualified by long residence in Russia to 
write this history. After jour years on the 
staff of the British War Office, he was 
appointed military affaché at Petrograd, 
where he served from 1911 till 1918. When 
the war broke out he was given a special 
permit which allowed him to visit any 
part of the front. Among Russian officers 
of high rank he numbered many personal 
friends, and they gave him everv facility 
and information. The volumes record his 
adventures in the 14th Cavalry Division 
and in the Guards Corps in its early sue- 
cesses and fosowing failures. He was the 
only foreigner with the Russian Army 
until 1917, and may well be the only 
accurate historian of the time. 1 

There is a wealth of frank comment, 
and Sir Alfred Knox enables his readers, 
both military and general, to arrive at a 
more balanced judgment of the causes and 
effects of the Russian failure. He apolo- 
gises to his Russian friends if his frank- 
ness should wound them; but he explains 
that he wrote of things as he saw them. 
Footnotes inserted after the events are 
very helpiul, and, as he invariably gives 
the source of second-hand information, 
its value may be correctly appraised. He 
shows that the break-down of the Russian 
‘“‘steam-roller’’ was due to the national 
characteristic. of the Russiafi people. The 
soldicr was good enough so long as he had 
ho responsibility—‘when he knew where 
his officers were, and heard his guns sup- 
perees him, but, when the unexpected 
appens, it is a different matter.’’ The 
Russians were too simple and too good- 
natured io wage war. They forebore to 
question German officers, holding that the 
latter were men of honour who. should not 
be asked to give information. Their In- 
telligence Service was hopeless and the 
story of every German spy was believed, 

General Knox explains the Russian 
plans and how vacillation and lack of co- 
ordination foredoomed them to failury 
The Bolshevist rising, he says, began with 
a minor outbreak in Petrograd, but’ “ the 
Government, by its gross stupidity, had 
previously succeeded in alienating every 
class of the population.” Kerensky per- 
verted the Army and the wreck was com 
plete. 

The book is well illustrated and tha 
sketch-maps enable the reader to follow 
the operations without difficulty.

BELFAST ASSIZES ABOLISHED. 


In the new year a number of legal changes 
will be introduced in Northern Ireland con- 
sequent on the establishment of the Northern 
High Courte. ; 

he City of Belfast Aseises, which since the 


assing of the cal Government Act in 1898 
bis: een heid March and July, wil! be 
discontinued. 


In place of the Assizes Belfast will have four 
Commissions each year, presided over by a 
Judge of the High Court, to deal with criminal 
business. The first Commission will be held 
early in February. The number of sittings of 
the Recorder's Court for criminal business will 
be reduced from six to four per year. The civil 
business usually heard at the Assiz@a is now 
being dealt with at the sittings of the High 
Court. 

The Winter Assizes for the entire area in the 
jurisdiction of the High Court will be held, as 
usual, either at Belfast or some other Assize 
town in the six counties. The six counties will 
form the Northern circuit for future Assizes, 
and the Jud will go on cireuit on March 1, 
as usual, a will deal with both erimina! and 
civil business in the different counties.

MR. CARRIGAN’S AWARD. 


Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., in his award, which 
has been issued, on the wages of Irish railway- 
men, has confirmed the ‘cut’? made by the 
railway companies in the majority of grades im 
the conciliation class, and has made provision 
that the “A” rates (rates deemed to have 
been in force since iS5th August, 1921, and on 
which the sliding scale shall operate for fixing 
future wages) shall be revised periodically under 
a sliding scale in accordance with the cost of 
living, in precisely the same manner as in 
Great Britain, but has provided that the “B'” 
rates (standard rates) shall be increased, 
the increase which he has authorised represents 
a considerable improvement on the “BB” rates 
formerly fixed by the Ministry of Transport. 

The salaries grade (salaries payable to 
stationmasters, assistant stationmasters, goods 
agents, assistant goods agents, yard masters, 
assistant yard masters, and passenger and per- 
cel agents) remains unchanged. 

The award is not retrospective. 

In the wages grade, the old “‘B” rates for 
traffic porters of four classes were, respectively, 
32s., 3ls., 30s., and 30s., and the standard rates 
are 42s., 40s., 38s. and 38s., respectively. Station 
ticket collectors’ old “ B ' rates were 40s. an 
30s., and the standard rates are 46s. and 446. 
while train ticket collectors’ old “B” rates 
were 45s. and 44s., compared with the standasd 
rates of 49s. and 47s. depot porters’ 'B” 
rates were 398., 36s., and 30s., com with 
the present standard rates of 4bs., and 38s. 
The advantage applies in other subsidiary 
grades. 


LOYAL TO THE ENTENTE. 


ITALY AND RUSSIAN 
EXPLOITATION. 
ROME, Thursday. 
The Chamber to-day continued the discussion 
on the resolution moved by the Republican 


Deputy, Signer Chiesa, in favour of the resump- 
tion of commercial relations with Russia. 

The Marquis della Torretta, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, declared that amy initiative 
taken by the Entente, and the attempts of Ger- 
many for the. economic development of Russia, 
would be followed with the greatest interest, 
but that Italy could not participate in an agree- 
ment on this subject if it was to be bound up 
with the question of reparations. 

Italy, he added, “ is free to pursue with ye- 
gard to Russia the policy that she believed to 

e most suitable, but her action is bound up 
with the political system of the HEntente, in 
which she wishes to remain. The opinion of the 
Government is that Italy must not take isolated 
action..”’

“é Treaty Week.” 

Dail Hireann talked itself to a stand- 
still yesterday and adjourned until the 
3rd of January. Its session of more thana 
week has furnished the country with a 
series of acute disappointments. Our only 
comfort is the conviction that in an Irish 
Free State such a Parliament will be im- 
possible. The Dail was summoned to the 
simple, but tremendously important, task 
of ratifying or rejecting the Articles of 
Agreement between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. It has neither ratified nor rejected 
them, but: has wasted valuable days in a 
procession of oratory which lost its way 
at every turn. A very few of the 
speeches, including those of Mr. Griffith 
and of Sinn Fein’s most formidable fighting 
men, Mr. Collins and Mr. Mulcahy, were 
reasoned appeals to the national intel- 
ligence. Many were utterly irrelevant and 
some were mere incantations to the evil 
spirits of violence and hatred. Moreover, 
the session of the Dail was worse than a 
waste of time: it has done definite harm 
to the cause of Irish peace. It has mis- 
represented the Irish people in the eyes 
of Great Britain and the world, and has 


| put new obstacles in the path of Irish 


unity. Britain has every right to be dis- 
gusted with the JDail’s attitude to the 
most generous offer in history. The Im- 
perial Parliament ratified the Agreement 
whole-heartedly and promptly, and was 
entitled at least to a prompt reply. It his 
received no reply and no expression of 
gratitude, formal or informal. Like the 
Irish people, it has been kept waiting on 
the door-step of University College, 
Dublin; and now it is told to wait for 
another twelve days. The arrogance which 


‘presumes to put a mighty and magnani- 


mous benefactor in the position of a 
suppliant is almost beyond belief. 

The situation has one redeeming 
feature: the country now has a chance to 
assert itself. It is a good sign, perhaps, 
that, while Mr. Collins moved the adjourn- 
ment and Mr. Griffith supported it, Mr. 
de Valera and other extremists opposed it 
and were out-voted. We infer that the 
friends of ratification in the Dail are 
able to meet their constituents with easy 
minds, and that the advocates of rejection 
begin to feel that it is one thing to defy 
popular opinion from a platform in Dublin 
and another to confront it on its own 
ground. If, after such unconscionable 
delays, Mr. de Valera had been allowed 
to “rush” a vote on the Agreement 
at the last moment, before Christmas, 
he could have ignored the will of 
his own constituents in Clare. That 
will was recorded yesterday when the 
Clare County Council passed a resolu- 
tion in favour of ratification by seventeen 
votes against five. Mr. de Valera’s con- 
stituents want neither war nor that Cloud- 
Cuckoo-Land (still hiding in his sleeve) 
which is to be neither an Irish Republic 
nor a Dominion of the British Empire. 
The public bodies in Carlow also have 
voted for the Agreement, and there is 
not the shadow of a doubt that the voice 
of Clare and Carlow is the vcirce of at least 
ninety per cent. of the people of the South 
and West. During the next twelve days 
the national voice must give clear instruc- 
tions to the nation’s representatives. 
When the Dail reassembles on January 
órd it must reassemble to vote, and not to 
talk. Every member must return to 
Dublin with instructions to vote for the 
ratification of the Treaty and with plain 
notice that, if he votes for rejection, his 
constituents will seize the first oppor- 
tunity to be rid of him. . 

Christmas is a bad scason for political 
eampaigns; but the pvesent crisis will 
wait on nobody's conrenienée, The week 
between Tuesday, December 27th, and 
Tuesday, January 3rd, must be “ Treaty 
Week ’’—-a week of strenuous effort to 
secure for Ireland the rich blessings of 
peace, prosperity, and progress. We hope 
that not only every County Council, but 
every public organisation in the land— 
every. board of guardiAns, every body of 
Grand Jurors, every co-operative society, 
every branch of the Farmers’ Union, every 
trade union—will summon instantly a 
special meeting to demand She ratification 
of the Agreement. Every resolution in 
every county must be addressed to the 
county's representative in the Dail. He 
must not be left in the slightest doubt 
concerning the will of his constituents or 
the consequences of disobedience to it. If 
“ Treaty Week ’’ is utilised to the full, it 
will achieve results of supreme import- 
ance. It will put Ireland right in the 
eyes of the British people. It will restore 
the confidence of Southern loyalists, which 
has been shaken by the wild speeches in 
the Dail. It will guarantee the ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty ; for we cannot believe 
that Dail Eireann will venture to defy an 
urgent, definite, and virtually unanimous 
mandate from the country. It may save 
valuable time by expanding what might 
have been a small majority in the Dail 
into a majority that would remove the last 
reason for a referendum. Ireland has 
listened to the Dail for a week, and now 
it is the Dail’s turn to listen to Ireland. 
If she fails to make her voice effective, the 
fault will be entirely her own. | 


Labour and Hospitals. 


The National Federation of General 
Workers has advised the various affiliated 
trade unions in Great Britain not to give 
any help to the hospitals until trade union 
boycott of the hospitals is proposed ain 
these conditions are allowed. In the com- 
mercial and industrial worlds it is only 
just that a man should be paid in 
accordance with the number of his 
hours of labour. In those institu- 
tions which are given to the tending of 
the sick and dying, however, it should 
be recognised that the strict rules which 
apply to dockers and clerks no longer 
hold. In the hospitals a man’s life is 
regarded as priceless, and no effort or self- 
sacrifice is spared in order to win a patient 
back to health. The ptmosphere of a 
hospital is an atmosphere of self-denial 
and fraternal feeling. Nurses and doctors 
at any hour and in any circumstances 
must be prepared to give their time and 
their strength to the preserving and 
restoration of life. The dignity of the 
hospitals has been enhanced by the reply 
which has been made to this threat of 
boycott by the trade unions. They say 
‘that, no matter what may happen, they 
wil] continue to devote every effort to their 
task of caring for the sick and that there 
will be no reprisals. In any case, the 
threat is futile ; for a proposed reduction 
in the wages of porters and others will 
more than counterbalance the loss involved 
by the refusal of the trade unions to con- 
tinue their support. Although we consider 
that the payment of hospital officials and 
nurses is not what it should be, and that 
the State ought to show more interest in 
their case, we consider that the Nationa! 
Federation is flying in the face of public 
opinion and should withdraw its unworthy 
threat of a boycott without delay, . 


Two Irish Soldiers. ~ 


The appointment of the Earl of Cavan 
as Chief of the Imperial General Staff will 
be welcomed by Irishmen throughout, the 
world. Lord Cavan is one of the Empire s 
most distinguished soldiers. His achieve- 
ments with the Guards’ Brigade, and alter- 
wards with the Guards’ Division, in the 
war are still fresh in the public mind; 
while his work on the Italian front saved 
Italy from disaster after the defeat of 
Caporetto. Sir Henry Wilson, whom Lord 
Cavan succeeds in this high office, is also 
an Irishman. .His magnificent work was 
one of the decisive factors in the victories 
of the British Army. His advocacy of 
Marshal Foch’s appointment to the post 
of Allied Generalissimo led ultimately to 
that unity of command which proved to be 
of such enormous importance in 1918 ; and 
his intimate knowledge of the battlefields 
of France and Flanders was of inestimable 
value to the Allies’ cause. These two 
great soldiers are carrying on a proud 
Irish tradition. The scrolls of Britains 
fame are full of the names of Irish soldiers 
who have led her troops to victory. From 
Wellington to Roberts, from White to 
French, Irishmen have helped to carry 
Britain's flag to the uttermost ends of the 
earth, and the brains of the British Army 
are to be found very often in Irish heads. 
Ireland's relations with the sister island 
are about to undergo a drastic change. 
No man can foretell what will happen 
during the next few years; but we hope 
that, whatever happens, the tradition of 
Irish military genius will remain un- 
broken. 


State Control. 


A remarkable commentary on the value 
of “nationalisation” as an industrial 
panacea is provided by a Bill which has 
just been introduced into the French 
Chamber. In France some important in- 
dustries, such as.the railways and tele- 
phones, are administered by the State. Their 
efficiency has become impaired so seriously 
under Government control that a strong 
movement is on foot to,place them once 
again in the hands of private corporations, 
and‘ the new Bill proposes to transfer the 
telephones immediately. Furthermore, an 
extra-Parliamentary Committee has been 
engaged for some months in the study of 
the French railway system, and is con- 
sidering at present a proposal to do away 
with the State monopoly and to float a 
limited liability company, in which the 
State, private enterprise, and Labour 
sha]! have equal shares. The proposal has 
been approved in principle by a large 
majority of votes; therefore, it is almost 
certain that the State monopoly of the 
railways will disappear. British Labour 
should not ignore this valuable object- 
lesson. Its leaders still seem to think 
that “nationalisation” is the only cure 
for all our ills and that Marxism is the 
ideal towards which: all should strive. 
Evidently: the people of France do not 
agree with them. Even Lenin does not 
agree with them; yet they continue to 
preach the futilities of Socialism when 


_they should be advising their followers to 


“get on with the job. ' 


Polish Finance. 


The Polish Diet is in hot water again. 
Complete contempt for the rudiments of 
economic law has reduced Poland's 
financial system to a condition of utter 
chaos, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has been compelled to abandon 
all hope of balancing his Budget in 
the ordinary way. Now the Diet 
has passed a Bill for a general . levy 
on the taxpayers. This levy was intended 
originally to produce some 80,000,000,000 
marks, the sum by which the year’s ex- 
penditure was estimated to exceed the 
revenue; but the discussion of the Bill 
in the Diet dragged on for nearly two 
months, during which, period revenue de- 
clined and expenditure rose, Instead 
of $0,000,000,000 marks, therefore, the 
Government now must raise 110,000,000,000. 
The levy has received the sanction of the 
Diet, but nobody seems to know how the 
money will be extracted from the tax- 
payers’ pockets. Already the wretched 
Poles are taxed at every turn, and their 
fantastic Government is squandering their 
money in the most reckless fashion. Tí 
has established no fewer-than one hundred 
election committees, for instance, in con- 
nection with the coming elections for the 
Vilna Diet, and will spend money like 
water in order to secure the return of its 
nominees. How Poland has managed to 
exist at all with such an incompetent 
Government is a mystery. Certainly it 
cannot continue to stagger under an 
annual deficit of 110,000,000,000 marks. 
A financial crash is inevitable.

HANDEL'S '' MESSIAH.'

From the day of its first performance in 
Dublin in 1742, when critics pronounced “ The 
Messiah” “the finest composition of musik that 
was ever heard,” it has held its own unique 
piacc in.the affections of musical folk. The rapt 
attention with which it was listened to last 
night at La Scala Theatre brought to mind 
Handel's own comment on bis first Irish 
audiences. 

First, he praised, as Dr. Grattan Flood tells 
us, the Irish singers, “especially the basses and 
counter-tenors,”’ and as to his audiences, the 
high appreciative faculties of the nobility and 
clergy “and persons cf distinction of this 
generous nation.’ 

That this tribute was appreciated in turn we 
ather from the fact that when announcing the 
rst performance of ' The Messiah” the 
stewards requested the ladies to come “ without 
hoops ”' and the gentlemen without swords—the 
crush being at great in anticipation as it 
actually proved to be. The day of hoops and 
swords has gona, but the hold of this great 
work upon our regard grows firmer with the 
years. 

Last night the performance was soundly 
musical in every sense. Mr. T. H. Weaving has 
proved his worth before in choral work—unfor- 
tunately, we do not hear the big orchestral 
works under his bdton, though the “ Pastoral 
Symphony” last night showed so fine a tuste 
that one would expect much from him in that 
direction. But Dr. Henry Coward used to say 
the worst performance of “The Messiah’ came 
from Richter, one of the finest conductors cf 
orchestral works, who, evidently, had no choral 
sense. That Mr. Weaving is instinct with 1 
the splendid choruses last night consistently 
proved. The’ fortissimos of the more de- 
clamatory numbers, such as “Glory to God in 
the Highest” and the sublime ‘* Hallelujah,’’ 
were also beautifully balanced in tone and 
voice; whiie his free and mobile use of the 
volume of sound in varying light and shade 
held many exquisite nuaaces and suggestions. 

The choruses, ‘“Unto us a Child is Born,” “Oh 
thou who tellest,”’ were particularly good. The 
outstanding alto solo of course is “He Shall 
Feed His Flock,” and Miss Dilys Jones sang 
this with deep feeling and richness of tone. Her 
voice is delightfully soft for a contralto, and 
capable of pees expression. At times we felt 
ehe hardly had the clarity that is needed in 
Handel, but her interpretation of the scios and 
lead to chorus waa always musical and con. 
sistent—*‘ He was despised,” especially so. 

The soprano was taken ty Miss Lily Meagher 
whose voice was at its best in “I know that my 
Redeemer liveth,” which she gave with a nice 
confidence and purity. The timbre of her voice 
accorded well with the quaint, florid touches 
of the work—how strange they are when one 
considers its exalted character—and ehe accented 
her phrasing carefully and well. 

Mr. Webster Millar and Mr, Herbert Brown 
took the male solos, and gave them fittingly, 
with the weight of their words permeating their 
fine diatonic ar ogy The wonderful bass air 
“The people that walked in darkness have 
seen a Dts light,” and the solo, also bass, 
! the Nations,” were particularly im- 
pressive. . 

. But, after all, it was the chorus that crowned 
the work. Mr. Weaving is to be congratulated 
upon the fluency with which he used this 
medium. To-night the work will be re- 
peated, Mr. Vincont O’Brien conducting, and it 
will be interesting to watch and compare the 
methods of the two musicians. Of last night's 
performance we can repeat that it was com- 
mendable in every way—a larger and more com-

CHRISTMAS SHOPPING. 


59 FLEET STREET LONDON, 
Tavurspay Nic. 

Christmas shopping set in with great, 
zest to-day, and it seems that from now on 
until Christmas Eve business will be good, 
The shops seemed to be well filled for the 
first time, and expenditure was lavisn. 
General disappointment, however, is ex- 
pressed all round at the poorness of the 
trade hitherto experienced. Huge prepara, 
tions had been made and extra hands 
engaged, but up to yesterday trade was 
only a little above the normal. This ia 
said to apply more particularly to the 
great departmental stores. This slackness 
reacted on the Post Office. For the first 
time for very many years no extra or 
temporary workers have been taken on 
until this week. All the work has been 
managed by the permanent staff. 

Many civil servants have already started 
their Christmas holidays, and, in any 
case, they alt leave to-morrow at one 
o'clock. Under the rules of the services 
all employés will enjoy a compiete four 
days absence trom duty at the office. 
Saturday being 4 hali holiday, Imday 
It is almost 
certain that this will be the last year that 
civil servants will enjoy the generous hol. 
days hitherto allotted to their class, 
Certain grades have as much as two 
months’ leave, with a generous provision 
of extended week-ends. ‘This is one of the 
matters dealt with in the Geddes report, 
and it is urged that there shall be an end 
to the undue allowance of holidays and 
leave generally. : wae. 


THE PRIME MINISTER. mba 


The Prime Minister intends to leave 
Downing street for Chequers to-morrow, 
and remain there until Tuesday, when he 
will leave for the Riviera. At present it 
is expected that he will stay near Cannes 
at a villa in Grasse, a gee much favoured 
by Queen Victoria.

Many sarcastic remarks were made in 
the City to-day at the intimation that the 
German Government is recommending in 
many cases a reduction by half of the 
income tax. Only very big incomes will 
remain liable to the full tax as hitherto 
charged. The situation is really extre- 
ordinary; for this reduction in Germany 
comes at a moment when the bulk of the 
population here is receiving demands for 
the first half of the annual levy. Germany 
is now paying about £3 per head in taxes, 
while this country is mulcted to the tune 
of about £33 per head. We have to pay 
our debts, but our beaten foe seems to 
escape. If Germany had won the war, we 
should have been left with nothing of any 
consequence, but, as--we did win, we have 
to pay about ten timies more per head in 
taxation.

An operation has been performed on Admiral 
Condourictis, of the Greex Navy, who was shot 
on Wednesday.

The shooting occurred in the offices of the 
Committee for the Distribution of American 
Relief for war-wounded ex-Service Men.

NEW CHIEF’S CAREER. 


SAVIOUR OF ITALY. 
Born in 1865, Sir Henry Wilson's successor is 
the eldest son of the ninth Earl of Cavan, and 
he succeeded to the title in 1900. He has had 
a brilliant career. 
He received his baptism of fire in the South 
African War, and was mentioned in despatches 
by Lord Roberts. When the Great War broke 
out he was in command of a Brigade of Guards, 
and was sent to France almost immediately. 
A few weeks later he was given the command 
of the Guards’ Division, and subsequently’ he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
General and placed im charge of an Army 
Corps. 
He was one of the most successful Generals 
of the war, and he planned some of our 
greatest victories on the Western Front. 
In the spring of 1918, when the Italians, over- 
whelmed by the Austrians dt Caperetto, 
appealed to Britain and France for aid, Lord 
Cavan was selected jo command the 10th Army, 
and directed its operations on the Prave with 
such euccess that the euemy’s advance was 
stopped almos; at once. He was the saviour 
of Italy. a 
Lord Cavan was mentioned in despatches 
seven times by Earl French and Earl Haig. 
With other Generals, he received the thanks of , 
Parliament at the end of the war, and he re- 
c@ived many decorations from the British, 
French, Italian, and Belgian Governments. 
Since 1920 he has been Lieutenant-General of 
the Tower of London.

SIR FREDERICK LAW WILLIAMS. 
We regret to announce the death, on Tues 
day last, of Captain Sir Frederick Law Williams, 
of Heanton, Barnstaple, North Devon. Sir 


the second baronet, succeeded his nephew, 
Sir Burton Robert Williams, as seventh 
barenet in 1917. He was born in 1862, and 
was educated at Eton. He entered the Army, 
and attained the rank of Captain, and during

They would be asked what was the 
right of secession io Ireland and told that 
Ireland was only 60 miles from Great Britain, 
and Canada was 3,000 miles away. That was 
a.perfectly good and valid argument, but that 
argume:t applied not only to that status, Dut to 
any superior status that they could acquire 
under t Treaty—not only to any superior 
status that they could apply to the Treaty, but 
it would apply with equal force to an in- 
dependent Irish Republic. (Aprleuse.) 

He was not going to use the argument of 
fear as a means for approving of the Treaty. 
It was an argument that did not appeal to him 
at ell, and he did not think that it was an 
argument that appealed, at all events, to the 
new spirit of the people of Ireland. (Hear, 
hear.) The argument that appealed to fear 
was a bad and dangerous argument, because 
an argument that appealed to fear gave en- 
couragenent to fear, and he would make no 
appeal to fear at all. They had had painted 
for them terrible pictures of the future of Ire- 
land under the proposed new arrangements. 
They were going to have His Majesty's Ministers 
all over the place and His Majesty's officers 
all over the Army. 

It was not for him to defend what any 
other member had said; he was not there as 
a supporter of individuals, but if Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins thought that the tuture Ministers 
of Ireland were going to be His Majesty's 
Ministers, then he (the speaker) believed that 
Mr. O'Higgins would have to be His Majesty’s 
compound minister on everything—laughter)— 
for he was perfectly certain that no member 
ever elected in the future to responsible and 
Ministerial offices would be describefl as His 
Majesty's Ministers. (Applause.) 

As to the constitution of the Free State, he 
said that the constitution would have to be 
drafted by some Irish authority. Mr. Lloyd 
George had written a letter that their future 
constitution would be drafted in accordance with 
the manner described in the Treaty. That 
Treaty dealt with proposed international re- 
lations between Ireland and the other com- 
ponent parts of the British Empire, but when 
the Irish constitution was framed there would 
be no mention in it of any other country but 
Ireland.. When that country was mentioned 
they would know what would happen. More- 
over, he ventured to think that the first article 
of the Irish constitution when drafted would 
contain a provision to ia effect, that the 
sovereignty of Ireland derived from the people 
of Ireland held authority over all persons and 
over all things in Íreland. Cor) 

It would not hold that authority in fact, 
because it was impossible for them, as a matter 
of fact, to bring under the authority of Ireland 
all things in Ireland. That, as things stood 
at present, was an impossibility. They all knew 
it, but the Irish constitution would claim as 
of right the complete authority and sovereignt 
of the Irish people, and nothing else over all 
persons and over all things in Ireland.

PRINCE OF WALES IN 
PATNA.

PATNA, Deo. 22. 

The Prince of Wales returned to British India 
from the jungles of Nepal this morning. Arriv- 
ing at the Paleza Ghat early to-day, he em- 
barked on a small steamer, and p ed down 
the Ganges to the city of Patna. His Royal 
Highness’s arrival here was private, and he was 
met at the Commissioners’ Ghat only by the 
Acti Governor of Bikar and Orissa, and His 
Excel *s personal Staff. 

This morning the city, stretching for seven 
miles along the bank of the Ganges, with its 
wonderful pagoda-like temples of the Buddbist 

nasty, and its gaudy arcaded buildings, 
which often appear as if they are rising from 
their own reflections in the water, looked vividly 
picturesque in the fierce og sunshine. 
the steamer arrived a salute of 31 guns boomed 
forth from the battery on the police parade 
ground. i : 

After disembarking, the Prinee drove in pro- 
cession to a reception in a pandal, erecied on 
the Bankipur Maidan, d i a 'Elúttering 
squadron of the Bikar Sight ores and the 
Governor's bodyguard. ' 

The route was but sparsely lined with sight- 
seers, but throughout the morning a consider- 
able stream of people from the ae 
villages flowed into Patna, using the motor 
lorries lent by the authorities. The people had 
apparently but little sympathy with the non- 
co-operators, for they cheered lustily on the 
mpus provocation. ; 

large assemblage on the Maidan gave the 
Prince a great reception. : i 

His Royal Highneas held a Durbar in the 
gaily decorated pandal, the ceremony opening to 
the flourish of trumpeta and the beating of 
drums. A procession of Chobdara, or feudatory 
Chiefs, escorted the Prince to the dais, where 
a deputation of the Reception Committee pre- 
sented in a superb casket an address of wel- 
come, which was read to him by the Chairman. 

The address recalled that in 1875, at this self- 
same spot, King Edward, the first Emperor of 
a truly unified Loiia also held a Durbar. One 
sentence, in particular, was loudly applauded 
when the Chairman expressed '“ the earnest con- 
viction that the realisation by the people of 
India in the near future of Swaraj) (Home 
Rule) as an integra] part of the great Br | 
Commonwealth, was indissolubly bound up with 
the continuance of the beneficent swe [ the 
Royal House over the Indian Emp: 

In the course of his reply, the Prince saiu-- 

“Though your province is the mgest in 
India, Patna and Jajgir are connected with the 
mists of ancient history and tho dawn of old 
civilisations and Empires. I am gratified to 
visit the province, where, till recently, an Indian, 
after a distinguished career in India and Eng- 
land, and after rendering conspicuous service to 
the Empire in the war, held the high position of 
Governor. With the deepest regret I have heard 
of Lord Sinha’s illness, and consequent resigna- 
tion. It is a great disappointment to me not 
to be able to see him here at the head of his 
own province. : 

“I deem your province fortunate in being the 
first to receive a most signal proof of that trust 
in the people of India and that desire to asso- 
ciate Indians more closely with the Govern- 
ment which has been repeatedly announced and 
affirmed by His Majesty.” 

The Durbar being declared closed by the 
Chief Secretary of the Government of Bihar and 
Orisia, the Prince entered a barouche, acco™- 
panied by the Acting Governor, and 
very slowly around the enclosure, halting opro 
site large groups of cheering school children 
and studenis. Thence he proceeded to Govern- 
ment House, where he is staying.

TRACING THE DECLINE. 


Mr. H. G. Williams, A.M.1.C.E., who has, for 
the past nine months, asserted that the cost 
of ey. Bow by April next fall to about 75 per 
cent. above the pre-war level, at which figure 
it will remain stationary for a considerable 
eriod, addressed the members of the Industrial 

agve and Council on the subject, at Caxton 
Hall, Westminster. His arguments were based 
on the date published each month in the Labour 
Gazette, although, as he was careful to explain, 
that information was true only on certain con- 
ditions, which did not fit the case for everyone. 
It had to be borne in mind, he raid, that any 
statements with regard to the change in toe 
cost of living must relate to the change in mair- 
taining a certain defined standard of living. 

The total pre-war budget of an average 
family, based or information collected by the 
Board of Trade, was 37s. 6d., exclusive of ex- 
Iona on alcoholic drink and amusements. 

hat amount was made up as follows :—Food 
22s. 6d., rent Gs., clothing 4s. 6d., fuel and 
lighting 3s., miscellaneous ls. 6d. The monthly 
figures which were published were based on an 
attempt to discover how much it would cost 
to provide the same quantity and quality of all 
the items included in the pre-war budget of 
the average family, assuming that the standard 
of living remained unaltered, that it was neither 
rad nor lowered, and that there was no in- 
crease in the quantity of one commodity to 
make up for the reduced quantity of another. 

at assumption, declared Mr. Williams, was 
one which until fairly recenitiy had been diffi- 
cult to realise. It was quite evident, for in- 
stance, that the same standard could not be 
maintained in the case of sugar, because until 
rationing was ended it was impossible for 
similar quantities to be obtained. To-day, when 
the puble could obtain as much sugar as it 
wanted, it happened to be the case that, owing 
to change of habits brought about by rationing, 
people wers not consuming anything like as 
much sugar as they used to do. Similarly, the 
substitution of margarine for butter under the 
food rationing orders had brought about a like 
result. The actual effect of that was to make 
the expenditure less than would be the case if 
the assumptions alluded to could be realised. 

The standard which cost 37s. 6d. to maintain 
in July, 1914, cost 66s. more on November 1, 
1920, but since then there had been a decrease 
of 28s. lid. With regard to the relationship of 
wholesale prices to retail prices, the general 
average appeared to be that a period of six 


months separated the effect of the former upon

In a Turkish bath of a leading hotel a man 
was drinking real port wine from a gallon jar 
at 7 a.m., and red a out for me, which 
I declined; whereupon he drank it himself, and 
said that he paid no attention to Prohibition. 
In a city of Ontario a friend who lived in a 
small hotles took me up to the garret, a 
pointed out forty-three cases of whiskey, stating 
that it cost him a lot of money to get it across 
the “Methodist barrier.” After waxi 
eloquent in denouncing Prohibition he admit 
that he would not like to go back to the open 
saloon. 

The secretary of one of the largest Rota 
Clubs told me that the feeling towards Prohibi- 
tion among his members was “ fifty, fifty "— 
í.e., half for and half against. In a leading 
Canadian hotel the wine list included “port, 
sherry, champagne, claret, and lager beer, all 
of which, the waiter insisted, were as dry as 
the Sahara Desert, and only contained 1) hn 
cent. alcohol. In Fulton street, adjoining Wall 
street, New York City, there is a saloon fre- 
quented by business men. In this establish- 
ment there is a stand-up bar, where soft drinks, 
sandwiches, etc., are dis to a large 
number of lunchers. A friend, who brought me 
thither frequently, stated that he missed his 
glass of wine, but agreed that Prohibition was 
good for the country and thet there would be

The religious “ revival” which during the past 
week or two has swept through the fishing 
towns and villages on the north-east coast of 
Scotland was the subject of an address at 
Edinburgh by Pastor Fred Clark, who has taken 
part in what he describes as “a epiritual con- 
flagration ” among the fisherfolk. He declared 
his belief that Edinburgh and Glasgow would 
yet share in a revival that would spread through- 
out Scotland. 

Extraordinary scenes of religious fervour have 
been witnessed in many towns and villages, such 
as Fraserburgh, Cairnbulg, Wick, Portsoy, and 
Lossiemouth. The fishing season has been a de- 
cided failure, and revivals of religious feeling 
are not uncommon after a bad season. But 
the present revival exceeds any previously 
known in the district. At some religious gather- 
ings pipes, cigarette cases, packe of cards, and 
“crown and anchor boards” have been piled 
on the haromnium or on the table, and have 
afterwards been solemniy burned im- rublic. 
Two Pressmen who visited Cairnbulg on Sunday 
were violently attacked by revivaliate, kicked 
and stoned and driven out of the village. The 
attack apparently wae due partly to resentment 
acainst certain comments on the revival which 
had been made in some Northern newspapers, 
and partly to anger at “ taking photographs on 
the Lord’s Day.” 


GERMANY’S LANDRU. 


EXECUTION MAY BE 
CANCELLED. 


It is now regarded as improbable that Grupen, 
who has been described as the German Landru, 
will be executed. 

Public opinion has turned in his favour. It 
has found its most significant expression in the 
special correspondent of one of the Berlin 
papers, who at the beginning of the proceed- 
ings was most unfairly outspoken in his as- 
ceumption of the prisoners guilt, but now comes 
forward as an exponent of the flimsiness and 
vegueness of the circumstantial evidence on 
wuich the verdict was based. 

Grupen’s demeanour in the last phase of the 
trial seems to have dome a great deal to 
strengthen the doubts whether this evidence 
justified his condemnation. His final words to 
the jury before their retirement were a simple 
re-affirmation of his innoncence, with the ad- 
dition that a man who had joined the colours 
as a volunteer at the beginning of the war was 
not likely to have killed in cold blood a little 
girl to w he was greatly attached. 

When asked if he had any reason to advance 
why sentence should not be pronounced upon 
him, he said in a clear, steady voice > 

“I at once renounce every legal means of 
redress. I will neither appeal nor for 
mercy. I consider your verdict an injustice, 
which I cannot, however, take ill in you, for I 
see that, in view of the form in which the 
charge is ci , you could not come to any 
other conclusion. But I declare that I am in- 
nocent, and I have a firm hope that in the 
course of time the matter will be cleared up.” 

The same psychologista who found that Ursula 
Schade could not spontaneously have written 
the letter in which she appeared to take the 
guilt of the crime on herself are now sayin 
that Gru could not have spoken these words 
if he had really killed the Kle f victims. 

Another development which has mollified 
public prejudice against Grupen is the character 
of his wife. who was shown to have been a 
woman of turbulent and morbid passions. It 
is argued that a woman of this kind might 
very easily have had yet another secret romance 
which would account both for her sudden dis- 
appearance and her letters stating that she was 
going to America. What will contribute most to 
the saving of Grupen’s life is, however, the un- 
substantiality of the whole chain of evidence,

ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO 
BUY ARMS.

“ ANYTHING FROM A SPRING 
TO A CANNON.’’ 


At a special sitting at Chatham Police Court, 
Herbert Friday, dealer, and Henry Collins, cf 
Deacon street, Walworth, and James Creana, 
a mechanic, of County Kerry, were charged 
with enticing Corporal Charles Lake, of the 
Military Foot Police, to sell pistols and ammu- 
nition. Collins and Creana were charged with 
a similar offence in regard to Corporal Arthur 
Phillips, of the Royal Army Ordnance Corps, 
and Creana was charged with the unlawful pos- 
session of firearms. 

All the prisoners, who pleaded “ Not guilty,’ 
and reserved their defence, were committed for 
trial at the Assizes, bail being allowed in sub- 
staut.al sureties. 

Corporal Lake said that on November 23, 
at the barracks, He saw Friday, whom he 
had known for 24 years, and Collins, whom he 
knew by sight. He went out with them, and 
in conversation Friday asked him to “ put him 
on six-shooters ” or ammunition of any calibre, 
and said that he would make it worth the 
witness's while. Later, when the witness was 
seeing the two prisoners off at the railway 
station, Friday said : “I get you an inter- 
view with the guv’nor (referring to Creana). 
We want a quantity of ammunition, and will 
ay spot cash.”’ e added that they would 
on if necessary, a lorry or light car to take 
the stuff 

The affair was reported by the witness to his 
commanding officer. On November 26 the wit- 
ness went to London with Corporal Thomas 
and visited Batt lan®, Walworth, where Friday 
and Collins had stalls together. After some 
conversation Thomas was asked what he could 
get. “ We want anything, from‘a spring to a 
cannon,”’ said Friday. 

On a later date the witness received two 
letters, signed “ Erb;” as a result of which 
Thomas and himself met the three prisoners. 
Thomas was asked by Creana if he could supply 
some .303 or .455 ammunition at £10 per 1,000, 
and he replied “ No.’ At another meeting 
with the prisoners at a Chatham public-house 
Creana told the witness that his share would 
be £100.. The witness, with Creana and Collins, 
then went outside the house, where the police 
were waiting, and the two prisoners named 
were arrested. 

Detective Sergeant Bowden, of the Special 
Branch, Scotland Yard, said that in Creana’s 
room in Kentish Town he found a rifle, wrapped 
in brown paper, two Webley revolvers, auto- 
matic pistols, and a small quantity of rifle 
ammunition. He also found memoranda re- 
ferring to a purchase of ammunition to the 
extent of £116.
